This is a final response your 5 November 2018 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request for the following record: a copy of the CIA analysis referred to in LOC-HAK- 
295 - 8 - 33 - 0 . We processed your request in accordance with the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552, as 
amended, and the CIA Information Act, 50 U.S.C. § 3141, as amended. 

We completed a thorough search for records responsive to your request and located one 
document, consisting of 11 pages, which we can release in segregable form with deletions 
made on the basis of FOIA exemptions (b)(1) and (b)(3). A copy of the document and an 
explanation of exemptions are enclosed. Exemption (b)(3) pertains to information exempt 
from disclosure by statute. The relevant statutes are Section 6 of the Central Intelligence 
Agency Act of 1949, as amended, and Section 102A(i)(l) of the National Security Act of 
1947, as amended. As the CIA Information and Privacy Coordinator, I am the CIA official 
responsible for this determination. You have the right to appeal this response to the 
Agency Release Panel, in my care, within 90 days from the date of this letter. Please 
include the basis of your appeal.

Explanation of Exemptions 


Freedom of Information Act; 


(b)(1) exempts from disclosure in f ormation currently and properly classified, pursuant to an 
Executive Order; 

(b)(2) exempts from disclosure information which pertains solely to the internal personnel rules 
and practices of the Agency; 

(b)(3) exempts from disclosure information that another federal statute protects, provided that the 
other federal statute either requires that the matters be withheld, or establishes particular 
criteria for withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld. The (b)(3) 
statutes upon which the CIA relies include, but are not limited to, the CIA Act of 1949; 

(b)(4) exempts from disclosure trade secrets and commercial or financial information that is 
obtained from a person and that is privileged or confidential; 

(b)(5) exempts from disclosure inter-and intra-agency memoranda or letters that would not be 
available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the agency; 

(b)(6) exempts from ^sclosure information from personnel and medical files and similar files the 
disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of privacy; 

(b)(7) exempts frpm disclosure information compiled for law enforcement purposes to the extent 
that the production of the information (A) could reasonably be expected to interfere with 
enforcement proceedings; (B) would deprive a person of a right to a fair trial or an 
impartial adjudication; (C) could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy; (D) could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a 
confidential source or, in the case of information compiled by a criminal law enforcement 
authority in the course of a criminal investigation or by an agency conducting a lawful 
national security intelligence investigation, information furnished by a confidential source ; 
(E) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement investigations or 
prosecutions if such disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the 
law; or (F) could reasonably be expected to endanger any individual’s life or physical 
safety; 

(b)(8) exempts from disclosure information contained in reports or related to examination, 
operating, or condition reports prepared by, or on behalf of, or for use of an agency 
responsible for regulating or supervising financial institutions; and 

(b)(9) exempts from disclosure geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, 
concerning wells.

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Durinq the pest few yeere fodayccn groups have 
carried out several terrorist oporatiois against nS 
business firms in the llideasb. Other operations ai-aed 
at US businesses hove been planned, but for various 
reasons have not been is^jlsManteii. In sons oases 
Uisoloaure of the plans to local security services 
probably led to preventive asaaures that frustrated 
the terrorist plans. 

liomt at ths incidsnts tliat occurred involved 
ssbotegs of the oil pipeline oimed by the Arablan- 
AMrican Oil Conpanyi there have been five instances 
of aabotags since early 1971, usually in JordM. 

Other incidents include the blowing op of~anI3acked 
Pan Xmarlcan 747 in Cairo in September 1970 and of a 
Trane World Airlines 707 in Jordan that had been hl- 
jacXed at tha Sana tins. In NovenOMr of last yaar, 
four explosions reportadly hit the Zntarcontlnental 
Hotel in AMtan, which is managed by US personnel and 
at one time had sosm DO backing. In January 1972 
facilities of ths Kuwait Oil Cca^iany, which Is par¬ 
tially OS-'Cwnsa, wars~(1a)uged by a bonb blast. 

Other bombing attacAs against Ofl-ownsd oil op¬ 
erations in Saudi Arabia and the Persian Gulf atetss 
were planned by the fedayeen. In 1970, for exanplo, 
tha fedayeen ettengited to nine e OS oil tanker In 
Le banon . US offioiela and private citizens in Jor¬ 
dan an^ Lebanon have been specifically cited es tar¬ 
gets in Arab terrorist plans. 

Proa the Arab guerrillas' point of view, the 
nunloh operations against the Israeli Olympic teaiBs 
was a aucoess and encouraged than to persist in ac:- 
ploying terrorist tactics. The Munich iaeidsnt 
dramatised the Palsstinlen cause. It also deconstrated 
the lengths to wliicb the Arab terrorists will go. There 
have been numerous reports of fedayeen terrorist plans 
during the past few weeks, including one report that 
the Tateh's Black September Organization had added US 
enbaaaiss throughout the world to its list of targets. 
Although the Slack September Orgenisatlon has been 
responsible for nost of tha recent Arab terrorist 
activity, Inoluding the Munich attaok, rival fedayeen
